President. | just want to briefly coment.
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Actually, this is ny one-nonth anniversary in
this position, and so | amfeeling ny way
around.

Prior to this, I was Chief of
Organized Crine. And |'mvery happy to be here
this evening. And thank the Board and nenbers
of the public for giving ne the opportunity to
speak. | wll keep it very brief.

As residents of this Cty, we all
share a common role in keeping the City safe,
and we all want safe nei ghborhoods. And | just
want to | et you know that the officers of this
Depart nent have worked hard this year, as in
t he past, to achieve that goal.

This year our nurders are down
actually 22 percent, which is a nice reduction.
That's on top of the nice reduction that we had
| ast year, as well.

Shoot i ngs al nost across the
entire City are dowmn. Ctyw de they' re down 28
percent. And that represents nore than a
hundred fewer shooting victins now than there
were at this tinme |last year. So we're very
proud of that.
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The other statistics, |'m not
going to bore you with statistics, is the guns

we recovered this year. Oficers have

recovered -- and mnd you, we're only in
February, 1,247 illegal firearms were recovered
so far.

And that's on pace al nbst exactly
to where we were | ast year. And |ast year was
a record year, we recovered nore than 8, 000
guns | ast year. Every one of those guns that
were recovered represents an arned encounter,
we're encountering an arned subject and a
subj ect who could easily shoot to kill an
officer or others if the officers didn't
i nt er vene.

So | just want to give you guys a
qui ck snapshot of where we are. And in these
successes, these reductions in shootings are
across the board, they' re across the Gty;
they're not just in certain nei ghborhoods,
they're in virtually all nei ghborhoods.

In fact, sone of the
nei ghbor hoods i npacted the nost are
nei ghbor hoods that in the past have been the
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nmost violent. Those are the ones that are
show ng sone of the greatest reductions.

So burgl aries, robberies all
significantly down this year

So we're very proud of the work
that the nmen and wonen of this Departnent have
been doi ng.

And ny final comrent, the
Superi ntendent, hinself, wanted to be here. He
was in Springfield yesterday and today actually
got back a short tine ago, and the man is
exhausted. He's been working | ong days. He
was down in Springfield neeting with the
CGeneral Assenbly pushing for sone |egislation
that we think will make this city even safer as
it relates to the sale of guns, as it rel ates
to the possession of guns, as it relates to the
possession of body arnor, as it relates to
ext ended magazi nes, which we've seen so nany
tragedi es, including the one nbost recently down
i n Florida.

So every bill that the
Superi nt endent went down and asked to -- or
show support for, believing that those wl|l
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make the City a safer place were actually
passed by the House Representative representing
t he senate down in Springfield. They're
awai ti ng governor signature. And we've been
told the governor is also going to sign those
bills.

So we're optimstic that the
City's going to continue noving in the
direction to be a safer place for everyone.

A total of 183 cases of police
sexual abuse of wonen over a period of 12 years
have been identifi ed.

40 percent of those cases invol ve
teenage girls or boys.

And 9 cases
I nvol ve police sexual abuse of sex workers.

Wi |l e these are staggering
nunbers, the full extent of police officer
sexual involvenent with teenage girls is not
known.

Many cases are undoubtedly not
reported, either because of shane or fear of
retaliation on the part of the victim

The 2003 report al so found seven
new cases i nvolving police officers coercing
sexual favors from sex workers typically in
return for not arresting them

In several cases, it is alleged
t hat the police chief or other departnental
officials failed to investigate conpl ai nts of
sexual m sconduct about an officer in the
depart nent.

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In other cases, officers
retaliated agai nst the victi mwho conpl ai ned
about sexual abuse.

Ri ght now all conpl aints of
sexual assault in Chicago are heard by the
Internal Affairs Division at the Police
Departnent.
